J. Scholtz to eighteen m onths impri­ 
sonment for im personating a United 
States officer trying to extort money 
from a resort keeper on River street, 
has just recovered her child which her 
husband stole from her in Minneapolis 
last year. 
The child was found in 
Brodhead, Wis., where Cowan eame 
when he was arrested here. 
When Cowan was taken in to custody 
he gave the name of H. J. Scholtz, un ­ 
der which he had been living in Brod­ 
head, where be is said to have rela­ 
tives. 
His only defense was th at he 
had paid a man money f ar an appoint­ 
m ent as deputy revenue collector and 
th*t h$ bad been authorized to collect 
the money, 
it now transpires that ta 
has quite a record. 
Impersonated a Collector. 
In 1893, under the name of W. H. 
Brown, be was sentenced to the prison 
in Stillw ater, Mion , far one year, for 
im personating a United States revenue 
collector. 
In April, 1897, his wife, to 
whom he was married in 1888, a t Jef­ 
ferson, S. D., applied at Minneapolis 
for a divorce, on the charge of cruelty. 
Pending a decision of the suit for d i­ 
vorce the judge issued an injunction 
restraining him from taking the chil­ 
dren. 
The divorce was granted in 
June, 1897, and the custody of the 
three children given to the mother. 
At th at time Cowan eloped, it is al­ 
leged, with a married woman named 
Faring ton, and before he left the city 
took with him his youngest child, a 
bay about three years old, while the 
little fellow was playing in the yard 
w ith an older brother.

It was only a few hours after her 
arrival th at the anxious mother had 
her baby in hee arm s. 
She has spent 
all she bad, and her friends have as­ 
sisted her in the search for the child

made up a little purse for 
her.

left for ber home in Minneapolis yes­ 
terday morning, taking the child with 
her. 
Cowan, when a boy, was known in 
Brodhead as having relatives there, 
but only one or two recognized him 
under the name of Scholtz. when he 
brought the child there.

deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
on conviction thereof, shall be pun­ 
ished therefore by a line not less than 
five dollars (15.00) 
or 
more than 
1 twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for each 
offense, besides the cost of suit, or by 
im prisonm ent in the county jail of the 
proper county not less than five days 
or more tnan th irty day*; and, in case 
of a second or any subsequent convic­ 
tion ;f the same person the punish­ 
m ent shall be a fine of not less than 
twenty-five 
($25.00) 
or more than 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) besides 
the costs of suit or by imprisonment 
in the county jail of the proper county 
not leas than thirty days or more than 
three months; and, in case of punish­ 
m ent by floes such person shall, unless 
the fine and eosta be paid forthw ith.

Aaron H. Woodhull’s surrender of tho 
lease of the old Standard theater, whioh 
be rechristened the M anhattan, was no 
surprise to the members of the theatrical 
colony in this city. 
This house, which is 
one of the best located in New York, has 
for many years been. regarded with dis 
tru st and misgiving by the profession. 
There was a very general impression that 
It could not be made to pay no m atter 
w hat the offering might be. 
That this 
was an absurdity was strikingly demon­ 
strated by “ Charley’s A unt,” which did 
good business there for months. As if that 
were not enough to dispose of the ridicu 
lous “ hoodoo” idea, William Gillette oame 
along a little later with his “ Too Much 
Johnson,” a farce which packed the bouee 
for the greater portion of a season. There 
have been other successes at the Standard, 
but these are perhaps the two most notable. 
William A. Brady and Florenz Ziegfeld, 
Jr., the men who have secured control of 
the house for a number of years, are two 
of the greatest “ hustlers” in the show 
business, and it is dollars to doughnuts 
th at they will make a go of their venture. 
Their first production will be a New Eng­ 
land play by Lottie Blair Parker entitled 
“ Way Down East,” which Brady has had 
on hand for 6ome time. 
The house has 
been rechristened the Comedy, from which 
a pretty good idea of the policy to be pur­ 
sued may be obtained. If they will put on 
good plays, they will find that the Stand- 
ard-M anhattan-Comedy theater will draw 
Just as well as any other place of amuse­ 
m ent of the same class in New York. And 
incidentally it may be mentioned that it 
is the purpose of Messrs. Brady and Zieg­ 
feld to keep I t up to the high standard 
which it has occupied, with a couple of 
•light interruptions, for the last decade. 


Again the old accusation has come to 
the front that Wilson Barrett stole his 
play “ The Sign of the Cross” from that 
marvelous novel “ Quo Vadis.”

8. This was six short of the necessary 
two-thirds. 
Senator Crawford chang­ 
ed his vote to nay, and gave notice 
that he would move a reconsideration. 
Senator Mahoney was the only demo­ 
crat who voted for the amendments. 
The revenue bill was reported from 
the House. It was made a special or­ 
der on second reading for Tuesday 
morning. The senate adjourned until 
0:30 o’clock this morning. 
In the House Mr. Bovey’s bill tax­ 
ing life insurance companies 3 per 
cent on their net receipts came up on 
second reading. Mr. Bovey offered an 
amendment exempting fraternal bene­ 
ficiary societies from the provisions of 
the bill. It was adopted. An amend­ 
ment offered by Mr. Lyon making the 
tax 2 per cent instead of 3 per cent 
was also adopted and the bill was ad­ 
vanced to third reading. A resolution 
favoring the annexation of Hawaii was 
adopted by a' viva voce vote.
